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MAY IMPORTS OF 
CRUDE RUBBER 
SHOW DECREASE 


Total of 30,411 Tons 
Drops 6,478 From 
Year Ago 


EW YORK, June 17.— 
Importations of crude 
rubber into the United States 
' from all sources during May 


amounted to 30,411 long tons, 
a decline of 6,478 long tons 
from the May imports last 
year. 

For the five months ending on 
May 31, however, the figures for 
this year show 178,530 long tons 
of rubber imported as compared 
with 151,450 long tons for the same 
period in 1925, an increase of 
27,080 long tons, according to the 
figures compiled by the Rubber 
Association of America, Inc. * 

Increased crude rubber imports 
for the past month were shown in 
those from two sources only. Cen- 

tral and Guayule figures for the 
month were 449 and 417 tons re- 
spectively, as compared with 203 
and 364 tons in May of last year. 

All other sources showed de- 
clines from May of last year as 
follows: Plantations, 27,915 tons, 
a drop of 6,272 tons; Paras, 
1,431 tons, a drop of 403 tons; 
and Africans, 199 tons, a drop of 
88 tons. 

Three Atlantic ports, Balti- 
more, Boston and New York, re- 

ceived 27,444 of the total of 27,- 
915 tons from the plantations, 
while Los Angeles and Portland, 
Ore., on the Pacific coast re- 
ceived 461 and ten tons respec- 
tively.

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HEARINGS ON BUS 
PROBE ARE SET 


Sessions to Be Held in 
13 Cities This 


Summer 


Special from A..D, N. Washington Bureau 
Washington, June 17.—The In- 
terstate Commerce Commission 
today set in motion the machin- 
ery for a nation-wide investiga- 
tion of motor bus and railroad 
conipetition interstate traffic. 

Hearings will be held in 13 cities 
throughout the country before ex- 
aminers of the commission, and 
every railroad is made a respond- 
ent to the investigation while it is 
understood that representatives of 
motor bus operators will apply for 
intervention to present their argu- 
ments properly before the commis- 
sion. 

Under present law the commis- 
sion has no jurisdiction over inter- 
state operation of motor buses and 
motor trucks. 

The result of the sweeping probe 
is expected to result in making a 
definite determination of the rights 
of motor bus operators in. parallel- 
ing railroad lines and to establish 
the rights of the public utilities 
commissions of the différent states 
in granting franchises for the 
operation of buses across state 
lines.

Pontiac, Mich., June 17.—Im- 
mediately following the an- 
nouncement of Oakland’s huge 
expansion program the contract 
was let and the construction be- 
gun on the new five million dol- 
lar Pontiac Six factory, which 
will bring Oakland’s production 
up among the four largest pro- 
ducers of cars in the world. 

A. J. Brandt, vice-president in 
charge of operations, states that 
this expansion not only doubles the 
size of the present Oakland fac- 
tories, but will also double the 
number of employees abeut the 
first of the year, when the new 
plant will be ready for a produc- 
tion of 1,000 additional cars wer 
day. 

The new factory will be the last 
word in automobile plant construc- 
tion and equipment.

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NEW CAR SALES 
SLUMP IN N.C. 


Business Conditions 
. And Crop Outlook 
Responsible 


N. C., June 17.— 


-Pablic playing pranks 
with automobile establish- 
ments in this territory, and the 


‘popular lines appear to be prof- 
iting, relatively, from the slowly 
increasing resistance to sales at 
the expense of the numerous less 
‘popular makes of cars. 

In their respective price classes 
the Buick, Cadillac, Ford, Chevro- 
let, Hudson, Essex and Dodge lines 
are the more frequently in demand, 
according to the dealers’ and dis- 
tributors’ reports. The Studebaker, 
Nash, Packard, Pontiac and Oak- 
land lines also are in good demand, 
but representatives of all dealers 
and distributors here frankly ad- 
mitted that sales are difficult to 
close, though consistent and vig- 
orous efforts are maintaining a 
fairly large volume of sales. 

For the automobile trade as a 
whole, the best’information avail- 
able here is that the current de- 
mand for automobiles is perhaps 
as much as 15 per cent. below that 
of the same period tast year, in 
doliars. The most severe effect of 
the depression seems to be involv- 
ing the Ford line, and reports here, 
which lack official confirmation, 
are that the present practical sus- 
pension of operations by the Char- 
lotte branch plant of the Ford Mo- 
tor Company was ordered for a 
thirty-day period. 

The report on carloadings here 
for May, compiled by the Char- 
lotte Shippers’ and Manufactur- 
ers’ Association and just made 
public, shows that shipments of 
automobiles and parts from 
Charlotte totaled 397 carloads, as 
compared with 736 carloads in 
the same month last year and 339 
carloads in April this year. 

The used car situation is becom- 
ing more troublesome, and within 
the past week there has been a 
general and_= steady downward 
trend in the demand for used cars 
of all grades and prices. That sit- 
uation is exerting an adverse ef- 
fect on the new car market, and 

there is nothing now indicating an 
early improvement. 

Apprehension is beginning to be 
felt, it appears, that the agricultur- 
al and industrial conditions may 
not only seriously interfere with 
the automotive trade in the suc- 
cessive summer months, but also 
may cause a dull fall season.

WIS. CAR SALES 
GAIN 25% IN MAY 


Madison, Wis., Jane 17.—With 
May of this year showing a 25 
per cent. incrense in new car 
registration over May of 1925 
and the first five months of 1926 
showing a 45 per cent, increase 
over the corresponding period in 
1925, Wisconsin automobile deal- 
ers are experiencing a new car 
business which far exceeds any 
previous year. 

Tabulation of figures just an- 
nounced by the state automobile 
license department by Robert L. 
Siebecker, assistant secretary of 
state, show that 21,902 new care 
were registered in the state in 
May, 4,285 in Milwaukee county, 
and 812 in Dane county. 

Dane county dealers are far 
ahead of the rest of the state in 
obtaining new car sales, percent- 
ages of increase indicate. During 
the first five months of this year 
49,494 new cars were registered in 
the state, 10,791 in Milwaukee 
county and 2,441 in Dane county. 

The total registration of both 
new and oid cars is expected te 
reach 650,600 by the end of the 
year. Some individual makes of 
cars doubled new car sales in May 
of this year over May of last year 
in Dane county. They inciude 
Dedge, Buick, Essex, Oldsmobile 
and Oakland. 

Nash sales showed an increase in 
May as compared with sales in 
April of 130 per cent. Ajax sales 
showed an increase of 300 per cent, 
in the state up to June 1. Kis- 
sel’s increase was 165 per cent.

In actual mileage the vehicle which he sells plays 
a more important part in the life of America today than 
does the railway train or any other agency of transportation. 
His duties do not end, they merely begin with the 
sale of the car. It is his duty to see that the man who 
buys a vehicle from him is able to keep that particular 
unit of the individual transportation system in efficient 
operation. The automotive merchant who selis and then 
loses interest in the operation of his product is of the 
type whose shortsightedness makes his rapid retirement 
from the business one of the problems that manufac- 
turers are most anxious to solve.
